Mr. Darden said he would do this adding that the 
previous day Mr. Rivers and Senator Russell had met to discuss the 
previous overall decision on this project. 
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Met with Mr. Blandford, House Armed Services 


Committee staff, and advised him of a high level decision concerning 
activities in a special project with a request that he inform the Chairman 
and the Chairman only. Mr. Blandford advised that Mr. Rivers and 
Senator Russell had discussed this the previous day adding that Senator 
Russell had indicated to Rivers that if Rivers thought the decision should 
be reversed, he should feel free to take it up with the highest levels.
